‘pe ndependency of the Houfe ot Commons, 
Kee any 
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any corrupt Influence from the Crown, 7s neceffary to pre. 
ferve the Vigour of cur Conftitution; that pecuniary Gifts, 
Gratuities, and Penfions from the Crown are corrupt In. 
feucnces, and in Proportion as they weaken the Conftitution, 
dcfircy the real Security of the People’s Liberties ; that, by 
this Kind of Corruption, the Will of the Prince might be- 
come the Law of the Land; that Slavery might more eafily 
be chablifh'd by corrupt Parliaments, then Hy ftraining Pre- 
Togative ; /fuce Obedience feems to be naturally due to 
the ONE, in thefe very Infances oppreffion, inwhich Re- 
fifance is to the OTHER.—The Truth of which, and the 
Arguments in Defence of them naturally led, for undenia- 
ble Confirmation, to the Reigns of King Char/es the fu 
and /econd ; the Confequences of whofe Different Conduct . 
are, in Point of Fact, an irrefiftible Evidence of the 
Truths here advanced. 

The general Defign of ehefe Letters, and That, with 
which the Subject is concluded, was to fhew upon what 
Principles our Liberties are founded ; that an untainted 
Heart and an unprejudiced Mind are the immediate Re- 

uifites toa wife and virtuous Conduct ; that Cerruption 
naturally tends to eradicate every honeft Principle, and 
reduces what is the Object of our warmeft Purfuit to a 
Matter of the cooleft Speculation ; that, in private Life, 
it is the Bane of private Virtue ; and that the Prevalence 
of it among Thofe, upon whofe Wifdom and Integrity 
the Being of civil Liberty depends, muft unavoidably end 
in the Lofs of this Bleffing. 

And yet, it feems, thefe honeft Sugzeftions include the 
moft traiterous Purpofes, and not only tend, but are a¢tu- 
ally publifhed, todeftroy that Confitnation, which they are 
defign’d to fupport. e fhall now examine in what Man- 
ner thefe Sentiments have been treated by Tho/e, who ar- 
rogate to themfelves the facred Name of Friends to Li- 
berty, and what hath been urged to prove this Charge. 

As Mrs. Oshorne had teaz’d us almoft to Death with her 


heavy Lectures upon the Expediency of corrupt, dependent 


Parliaments ; and had, in fome Inftances, given the Shape 
of Argument to That, which wanted every other Requl- 
fite ot Senfe, You gave her a particular Invitation to eX- 
ercife her Talents at Reafoning upon this Subject ; which, 
with great Reluétance, fhe at length was compelled to ac- 
cept ; but her Patron finding Her unequal to fo dificult a 


Task. He called in to her Affiftance the Clamour aor 
who 
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whole Poffe ; whofe Bufinefs it was to drown the Voice 
of Reafon in That of Corruption ; and, by the Multipli- 
city of their Papers, endeavour to confound what was 
dearly proved in yours; but, unhappily for Him, this 
tumultuous Onfet had but one Effect, which He feems 
not to ha e forefeen; that their Quotations from the 
Craft/man have ferved as a Conveyunce of your Senti- 
ments to Z/ofe, who are denied all other Means of Infor- 
mation. 

As Mrs. Osborne has fill'd three Papers with what fhe 
calls her Opinion upon this Subject, and her Coadjutors 
have filled twenty more, the Publick will, we hope, ex- 
cufe an Examination into the Confiftency, Honetty, and 
Tendency of thefe Sentiments, as they are oppofed to 
Thofe laid down in the former Crafifiean, and recapi- 
tulated in this. : 

The ofd Lady had been fo gracious as to make a Pro- 
mife of her frf# Letter, before fhe had feen the Cra/t/man 
of the 21f of Sept. in which, to complete the Defign of 
that Paper, fome little Notice was taken how fhe had 
carried herfelf in the Debate upon the Penfon Bril. The 
Crimes there laid to her Charge, of which the Publick 
hath fince found her guilty, provoked her fo immode- 
rately, that in the Heat of her Indifcretion fhe undertook 
to demonftrate, that the feveral Parts of the late Crattf- 
man were either contrary to the Conftitution, or nothing to 
the Purpofe; that with all the Author's mighty Blufer, 
He was as unacquainted with the Nature of the Argument 
cs common Sincerity; that is not Reafon, but the Ghof 
or Apparition of Reafon; that bis laboured Effays difcover 
as little of the Philofopher as the Gentleman.— She then 
proceeds to the Argument, which fhe ftruggles with thro’ 
two Pages ; repeats and perplexes in her j-aper of the fol- 
lowing Veek; concludes it with a Promife to confider 
what is urged in the Craft/man, to fhew the Difference 
between Rega/ and Parliamentary Slavery ; and tell us, 
in the third Paper, what fhe had dreamt fince the former. 
But we defy all the Powers of Non/fen/e, in Combina- 
tion againft the common Senfe of Mankind, to produce 
fuch an unenlivened Syfem of Slavery as lies in the Com- 
pafs of thefe three Pap-r. We will prove the Reafona- 
blenefs of this Defiance, by taking a fhort View of her 
Contradictions and Abfurdities in the fame Order, m 
Which fhe hath carefully laid them. |

infifts that each of them thould have a certazn Kind, or 
Degree of independency ; by which the acknowledges that

dency; as abfolute as the Javependémy of God ; 2nd that no 
Power upon Farth can deprive the Houfe of Commons 
of this abl lutc Indcpendency ; and yet fays, 

Fourth/y, That. Mr. Diftinction between an 
eblolute Inacpendcncy and a confiitutional lad pendency a 
very juft one. 

» Fifthly, that although Places of Profit and Truf can't re- 
move the #atura/ didependency of any Perfon upon whom 
they are conferr’d ; yet | 

Sixth/y, She fays that when the King lofes the Depen- 
dencies, created by the Difpofition of the/e Places, his Crows 
witl follow. 

But there 1s one rand Abfrdity involved in what fhe 
looks upon as the Foundation of all this Gibberih ; which, 
as the Laarect has it, quite outdces all her afual outdoings. 
itis This; thataltho’ the Wealth of the Nation fhould 
be drained to bribe every Viem!er of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, yet their ab/olute Independency would be as efectu- 
ally preferved, as by the Firmeft Retiftance of fo detiruct- 
ive 2 ‘Temptation by which Piece of metephy/cal Folly we 
are given tounderitand they have a Natural Power fll 
jJeft to act virtuoufly, and of contributing to the fupport of 
our Liberties, under the corrupt Influence of a Brite to 
betray them. hus Corruption and Independency are fo 
compleatly reconcil’d, that the Continuance of one is no 
Objection to the Security of the other. 

In the third Letter, her Notions indeed clear up a little, 
where fhe avows what fhe had before only prepared us to 
recene ; that the Diffribution of Places to Members of Par- 
hiament is ahfolitely neceffery to the Security of Liberties;

miffion fhews the Want of Candour ; but what Excufe will 
fhe offer fof concealing what the Bifhop lays in the next 
Page, upon this . ubject; o#s. That @ Parliament of a long 
Contin ance feem'd to be danzerous, either to the 
Crown, or to the Nation. Jf the Conjuniure and their 
Procerdings gave them much Credit, They might erow very 
ancoly tothe Crown ; which happend in ring Charles the 
Firit's Time; or, in other Situation of Affairs, They might 
be foprazisd upon, that They might give ali the Money 
an'all the Viberties of England ap, when They were to 
ba a leree inthe Money, axd were to be made the In- 
ftrumeits of Tyranny; @s it was ia Aing Charles the Se- 
Conus 

How fincere will the old Gent/evoman repent of fo un- 
luck a Reference to this Reccrend Hifforian, in Confir- 
mation of Bribery and Corruption y, Mrs. Osborne 
thinks that nobody hath ever read Bifhop Burnei’s Hiltory, 
except Herfelt! 

Without confidering here how far the Power, which 
the executive Part of the Legiflature now enjoys, 1s an 
Oyerbalance for the other Pomers ; what is there in all that 
our 4uthorefs has advane’d, applicable to the Point in Quef- 
tion? Does rhis Power, (which is lodged in the Crowa, and 
ot late infinitely increas’d) to dilpofe of Places of Profit 
and 7ruf, prove that pecuntary Gifts, Gratuities and 
Penfions to. a Houfe of Commons, do not guide, nor have 
any dangerous Influence upon their Debates in Parlia- 
ment?

One of thefe Scriblers, who diftinguifhes Himfelf by 
mot fetting bis Mark to his Compofitions, has taken great 
Pains to reduce the general Principles of Liberty into 
a Scheme of arbitrary Government, and to demonftrate 
that the c/earef# Streams flow trom the foulef Springs ; 
in Support of which He draws his Reader through five 
or fix Papers, that ftink with the very Dregs of Cor: 
ruption. 
So flender an Opinion has He of the Virtue and Inte- 
et of the People’s Reprefentatives, that he thinks it no 
efs than a Contradiction to fuppofe the Confideration of 
publick Good, including their own private Share of that 
Good fhould be a Medium to induce the Houfe of Commons 
to co-operate with the Crown. — That Gain of another 
Kind muft influence their Condu@ in Parliament ; and 
therefore to feclude the Members from all Places of Profit 
and Truf would render the Confitution ufelefs ; that if 
Thofe, who enjoy the/e Places, don’t fupport the Govera- 
ment, They muft lofe the Advantages derived from !t ; 
from thence it follows that their holding /ach Pofs, though 
at the Wiil of the Crown, does not endanger, but inevita- 
bly fecure our Liberties; and by thefe Means, fays He, 
this dreadful Majority of needy and ambitious Tools, 
are, by the Nature and Tendency of the Confiitution, di/- 
€: = into @ Set of Honeft Men and Defenders of the 
eople. | 
This is the Subftance of his Scheme, and Thefe are the 


falutary Means He recommends for the Good of his 
Country. 
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The Publick will obferve that all the Conclufions, which 
which he undertakes to confute, were deduced from the 
undue Influence of the Crown upon the Houfe of Com- 
mons, by pecuniary Gifts, Gratuities and Penffons. Is it 
not therefore very extraordinary that he, who accufes 
the Craft/man of great Partiality in the Condu@ of hs Ar- 

mentsupon this Subject, fhould entirely drop the only 
Tr erms, upon which they are founded, and change the 
Words pecuniary Gifts, Gratuities and Penffons into Places 
of Profit and Truft. 

Is the Perfon who Brings this Accufation, at Liberty 
to oppofe what your Correfpondent did not contend for, 
and then tell the Publick, without a Blnth that he has 
gain’d his Point? Yet this filly Piece of Cunning runs 
tbrough all his Papers, he knows that the Queftion up- 
on the Independency of Parliament, as it is ftated in tke 
Craft/man of the 7th of Sept. laft was fo framed as to void 
that Contention, which they might more eafily Praife than 
fupport, with regard to the diftribution of Places ;t» Thofe 
who have Seats in the Houfe of Commons ; and that the 


feveral Confequences, relating to the Infecurity of our Li- - 


berties, are there deduced fingly from the undue Influence 
of That, which in the Common Eftimation of all Men 


has ever been deemed Corruption, pecuniary Gifts, Gratui-. 


and Penfions, The Reafon of this Diftinction is evident ; 
for although the People’s Liberties may be as greatly 
eedangered hy the Influence of ome as the other, yet 
they are diftinét Queftions, and depend upon differeut 
Kinds, of Reafoning, though from the fame general Pria- 
ciples, 

Private Corruption can never be known, confequently 
not guarded againft, without /evere Tefs ; and therefore 
by a Parliament, thus corrupted, a free State may be 
reduced to S/avery, even before that it could be fufpec- 
ted that their Liberties were in the leaft Danger. But 
an influence arifing from the Enjoyment of Places of Pro- 
fit, which are vifible Advantages, may be, in fome De- 
gree, computed; and from thence the proper meafures of 
Oppofition and Redrefs to be taken. = 

The former faps the Foundation ; the latter gives an A- 
larm ; and it is the People’s Fault, if they don’t take it 
and ftand upon their Defence. 

It is therefore quite another Difpute, tho’ of no lefs Im- 


Portance to Liberty than the prefent, how far the eo 
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er of the Crown, with the Stupendous Weight, which at 
prefent is on its Side, may over-reach the other Parts of 
Legiflature ; and whether the jime Prin iple, upon which 
thofe who are in the receipt of the Reveuue, are already 
excluded Seats m Parliament, is uot equally vonclufive 
againft many other. -Perfons, who now fit there, and ea- 
yoy Places of Jrofit under the Crown ? —-———When 
thefe. Queftions are laid before the Publick, our pol:tical 
Preacher’s Scheme of Corruption, which is quite toreign 
to the Prefent, may be of fome ufe to hiw, in perplexing 
what will thea moit certainly be explained, and exam- 
ned to the! bottom. .

extended, the Pyramid will fand. Now as thefe 
Hofpitals and their Revenues muft be governed and ma- 
nag’d, no matter thow, a great Number of Perfons muft 
be employed for that Purpofe, confequently they will cre- 
ate a great Number of. sew Poits, all which will be at the 
fole Difpofal of the King’s Minifers for the Time being, 
and of confequenoe muft confiderably widen the Ba/e of 
our Political Pyramid. As for my own Part I fwear, E 
do not expect any of thefe Pofs, nay, if one ot the vf of 
them fhould be given to me, I would refgn it as foon 
as I could fecure the future Enjoyments of the Profits be- 
longing to it, in order that the World might fee, that I 
could ferve the Government without having aay Pof under 
the Crown. 

Secondly, It muft be allowed by all; it has been deter-

Relations in the C ountry: And it will likewife be /e/s dan- 
 Berous to difmi/s any of them, if they fhould ever dare 
to be fo arrogant as to oppofé the Favourite Scheme of a 
Prime Minifter. | 

Thirdly, We may then be fupply’d with a Number of 
cvie-bodied Recruits from our neighbouring

ger of their having beem @edecated Papifis or Jacobites. 

Fourth/y, As Men are infivenced ty nothing mere thay 
thofe Principles and Maxims which have been infr/led into 
them from their moft teader Infancy, it will be in the 
Power of the Government to breed our Soldier, up witha 
due Re/pr@ tothe Orders and Commands of their Paymafter, 
and proper Contemp: of every other Principle. 

Iknow it may be objected, that as fuch Officers can 
have no Land Effates, they cannot be Avembers of the 
Houfe of Commons, where the Officers of our Army have 
Jately done fuch figna/ Services to their Co:ntry « But we 
know that the pre/feat qualifying Laws may be ¢a//y eva- 
ded, and it has been deemed saconfient with the Publick 
Good, to make any ew Provifion for the preventing of 
thefe Evafions ; fo that in Time to come, it is not to be 
doubted but that Methods may be found to bring Landle/s 
Officers into that Hou e. 

If it be ask’d why I do not alfo propofe, that the Per- 
fons in Civil Employments fhould be chofen out of the 
fame Body, fo entirely free from all Ties either to Coun- 
try or Relations, my Anfwer is, becaufe there is no Occa- 
-fion ; and the World, Iam confident, will agree with me 
that the Behavioureot thofe Gentlemen does not make fuch 
an Alteration in the neceffary.

Of a Democracy, with fome Reflections on Ancient 
and Moderna Republicks. 


Pure Democracy ({fays Mr. Freeman) is, where the 
People in general, or at leaft as many of them as think 


‘fit to affemble tor that Purpo/e, judge ot all State Affairs ; 


or it may be this is better Definition, That 15 a Democracy, 
where the Majetty of the State is im the People. 

The Conaveniency of this Mode of Rule has been highly 
extolled by fome Wrsters. They tell us, that. according 
to this Form, Men are not fubjected to other Men on the 
score of ie of their Birth or Fortunes ; neither of 
which include any thing, which, in Reafon, ought to con- 
fer fuch a Command ; but Men are fubje@ to the Laws a- 
Jone ; and as all the Members of the Society have an equal 
Right to the Magiffracy, fo, in their Turns, all may be 
faid, with Propriety enough, to command and to obey. 
This, they affert, is perfectly agreeable to Nature, and to 
the true End of Government ; for as nothing is, according 
to the ff #7, certain, ftable, and permanent in this World, 
fo this F/u@uation ought to be provided againft in the /atter, 
which, fay the Favourers of Democracy, cannot be done by 
fettled, perpetually, and hereditary Officers, Affairs ree 
guiring fometimes a bold enterprifing Genius to conduct 
them, while, at other Times, they are ordered fuccefs 
fully only by a flow and temporizing Management. This, 
under Democracy, is exactly complied with, and the fupreme 
Affembly trufts now Marcellus, and by and by transfers 


to the Work in which they are to be employed. 
Nor are thefe the only Exce/lencies pointed out by its 
Admirers, as flowing from the democratick Form of Sway. 
Liberty, it they obtain Belief, is only to be preferved 
thereby. Men glowing with the generous Love of Free- 
dom, and maintaining in their Bofoms a glorious Zeal for 
the publick Interef#, when they know that nothing is con- 
cealed under that /pecious Name ; when they feel no do- 
meiftick Oppreffion atter foreign ViGtories, and are fure of 
meeting no /a/u/js from a proud Nobility, or Men grown 
rich by the Spoils of the Publick, thefe leffings, fay they» 
in- 
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infpire Heroi/m, and render every individual Per/on a Pa- 
trict, aud the Champton of the State, for enjoying there- 
trom far greater Privileges than he can hope for in any 
Change. What Man would undermine the pu//ick Geed, 
when his own 1s fo palpable wrapt up therein ? Bur thefe, 
even thefe admit there are feveral Maxims, which ought 
to be obferved, in Order to the Maintenance of T hy mers 
in this happy Condition: Of fome of them we thall take

in litle, Place, or even incomplimental Refpect ; becanfe, 
from fuch Beginnings, the Subvertion of the Srate might 
be brought about. In the Choice of Maegifraies no recard 
ought to be had to any thing but the //ne/s of the Per/oxs 
choién, to the Employments into which they are e/edred ; 
and to prevent all as much as pofliile, the Ba//ot 
thould always be made ufe of ; and where the Thing will 
admit it, the Chorce fhould at laft be determined ly /er ; 
but it, in {pite of all Cure, one or more Perfons are found 
to have attainted a dangerous Deerce of Pewer. or are even 
difcovered to affed it, a fhort and adequate 
immediately be applied ; nor muft the Sa/cry ot a few 
be put into the Sca/e with the /Ve/fare of the Commonweal ;

Athens? Pid not ke live to fee Prfirate: invetted with 
Sovercrenty ? If then foddena Fate beicta Democracy iet- 
tled Ly the wifeft Legifator, what can be hoped tor it

Befides, they go to the very Bottom, and attempt the 
Subverfion of thofe Principles, on which Democracy is 
founded, by afferting, that the People are incapable of g0. 
verning ; that they are unconftant, heady, prone to Crv- 
elty, apt to turn infolent in Profperity, and ready to ftoop 
to any thing under Neceffity, or even when they are ap- 
prehenfive of Misfortunes ; of all which they produce In- 
{tances, and then conclude, that this is fach a Kind of 
Regiment, as no wife or virtuous Perfon would defire to 
live in inSubjection to; nay, they alledge, that pure De- 
mocracy never fubfifted long among any Peop/e whatever, 
but that, in difficult Times, they had Recourfe to other 
Mees. 

But fuppofing it fhould be allowed, that neither the 
Friends nor the Foes of Democracy {peak exaé/y the Truth ; 
and that in order to come nearer it, we fhould admit of 
fome Deductions being made from the Prai/es of the firf, 
and the dnvedéives of the /aticr, it would follow, that De- 
mocracy luits with the Condition but of few Pcop/e, and is 
a kind of Government, which, of all others, requires moft 
Diligence in thofe who adminifter it. For if the People 
under it poffefs a /erge Territery, and are of a natural 
Difpofition, and inclined, by Conguefs, to extend it, ‘tis 
not eafy to conceive how they can be long reftrained iu 
Obedicace, the Sovereigniy too refiding in themfe/ves. Nor 
can one wellimagine how /Vars can be carried on, neceffa-_ 
ry Refcrmations made, and fuch Seditions as may break 
Out at Home, be quelled without the Authority of a fagle 
Magifirate, or the Advice and the Prefence of a Council, 
whofe Determinations might be backed by Force. I deny 
not, but that thefe Advantages may be procured ina Staie, 
and its Government remain a Democracy notwithftanding. 
But I fay, they are dangerous Remedies, and that it 3s 
hard often times to decide, whether Recour/e fhould be had 
to them, or the Difca/e left to take its Cour/e. 

The Repeblicks which now pafs for Democracies, have 
but /mai/ Dominions ; which, as I have before remarked, 
is one great Caufe of their being eafily governed. They 
jt? chiefly by Trade, and Trade depending on Liberty, 
All have their Fyes upon that, aad at che fame time have 
no Teniptaiions to epprefs one another. The great Views 
ol the anient Republicks, Vie. Glory and Conqucft 
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laid afide, and the milder Appetites to /Vea/th and Peare 
encouraged in their Room, it is no great Wonder that the 
Face of Things is changed, and that Commoawea/ths, which 
feek only Security and free Commerce, enjoy Quiet at Home, 
andare able to render themfelves formidable to foreign Ene- 
mies ; for Men heartily united in defence of their Country, 
are not eafily ogercome.

The Hiftory of the Egyptians, by Mr. Relliw 
Our laft Abftraét of this Work contained a Brief Account 
of the Government of Sparta. We come now to that of 


Arhens, which our Author obferves, was neither — 
nor 
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nor permanent as the former ; bnt liable to fundry 
Changes, according to the Differences of Times and Cir- 
cumftances. In this place Mr. Rod/inthinks fit to take 
under his Confideration only the Popular Government of" 
that State, before it became fubject to Kings, he tollows 
Pivtarch, in obferving that So/on was not the firft Founder 
of this Republick ; but that he a Copied after The/cus, 
who drew the Plan of it and actually began to bring it to 
Execution. He divided the Citizens into three Bodies, 
Nobility, Husbandmen and ‘T’radefmen, to the former of 
which he gave the Care of Religious Cocerns, and the 
Enjoyment of all Publick Offices; and he underiook ta 
Eftabliih a-kind of Equality among thefe three Bod- 
| 

Athens did not, however, properly Speaking, become a 
Popular State ‘till nine Achonrs were named, who had Au- 
thority only for one Year, whereas they had it for ten 
at their firft Eftabliihment. ‘This latter Reformation was 
even inferior to the Regulations of Se/on, whofe grand 
Principles was to Follow The/eus, in fixing as much as 
Poflible an Equality among the Arbeatans, which as Mr. 
Rollin obferves, feemed to him to be the Foundation, 
and moft effential Point of Liberty : And therefore he 
refolved, to continue the management of all Publick Ojii- 
ces by the Rich ; but to indulge the Poor at the fame 
Time, with fome fhare of the Government. 

To this End, he caufed an Eftimate to be made of what 
every Man was worth, and reduced the Body of the Peo- 
ple into four Claffes. 

The Magiftrates and Comanders were chofen out of 
three of them, and the fourth had a Vote in the Affem- 
blies of the People. A Yearly fum was paid into the 
Treafury by thefe three Claufes, and as their Riches re- 
lated their Rank, fo they could pafs from an Inferior to 
a Superior on in Proportion as they encreafed.. Three fe- 
veral Sorts of People conftituted the Inhabitants of Athens 
Citizens, Foreigners and Slaves. ‘The firit were fo either 
by birth, or became fo by adoption ; and the former muft 
neceffarily be Children of Free Athenians, both Father and 
- Mother. Adoption’ was a Compliment of the Right of 
Citizen, which the People had the Power of making to 
Foreigners, who thereupon enjoyed the fame Privileges 
as thofe who were born fo. 
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The Natives were enrolled Citizens at the age of twen- 
ty, and they were tied down to a certain Oath for their. 
Qualification. | 

Of this Oath our Author gives us a Copy from Sw. 
baus and Pollux; and the Obligations, the Athenian Citi. 
zens thereby laid themfelves under were, to fupport the 
Caufe of Religion and their Commonweaith, to the lateft 
Moments of their Lives; and to fubmit, in all Things, to 
the Magiftrates, Laws, aud every Regulation which 
fhould be made by the general confent of the People, 
&e. 

At firft the People were divided into Four Tribes, 
which Number was afterwards encreafed to Ten: And 
they were fubdivided into into what they called, Pa- 

All Foreigners who refided at Athens; or any where. 
elfe in Attica, were deprived of all Share in the Govern. © 
ment, unlefs they were adopted, had no yote in the Af. 
fembly of the People. 

Thefe were in general called /nqui/int, and were not 
anly obliged to fubmit toto the Laws and Cuftoms of 
the Republick, but to pay yearly a Tribute to the State; 
in Default of which they became Slaves. | 

Of Servants or Slaves, the Athentzans had two Sorts. 
Such as were born free, but were reduced to the Neceflity 
of Servitude, by fome Misfortune or other ; and fuch as 
were made fo by being Captives in War, or bought with 
a Price. If any of thefe were, at any time, treated with 
too great Severity, they could bring an Adtion, for Relief, 
againit their Mafters, who, if the Allegations of their 
Slaves were duly proved, were obliged to fell them to 
others ; and if ever they were able to raife a Sum {fufh- 
cient to buy their Liberty, they had a Right to demand 
it. The Commonality bad a very great Power in 4- 
thens : For to them might Appeals be lodged, from all 
Sentences end Decifions whatfoever. They had a Right 
to abrogate all ancient Laws, and to fupply the Place of 
them with new Ones ; in fhort, all Matters of any great 
{mportance were decided by them. | 

To regulate the Proceedings of this Body So/on eftab- 
lished a Sort of Senate or Council, confifting of 400 Per- 
tons, which were chofen 100 out of each Triibe ; but when 
the Number of Tribes encreafed, that Council was like- 


wile augmented, and so being chofen out of each = bet 
rides. 
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Tribes, it coofifted of soo Perfons. Thefe were not, 
however, invefted with the People ; all that they had cto 
do was to prepare, and to bring into fome Order, fuch 
Matters as were to be laid before them, where they re- 
ceived their final Sanction. | 

The firft Eftablifhment of the Areopagus is, by Cicero 


and Plutarch, attributed to So/on; but Mr. Ro//az is of a | 


diferent Opinion, and thinks that he only gave a greater 

Luftre and Authority to that Council, by re-eftablifhing it. 

According to his Regulation, none could be admitted to 

that Dignity, but fuch has had before born the Office of 

Archon; but he did not Reftrain to the Members of it to 

any certain Number. Their Employ was to force a ftrict 

Obfervation to the Laws, to have an Eye over the Con- 

duct of their Fellow-Citizens, and to judge in Religious 

and Criminal Caufes, and rhey were generally very feyere 
in their Judgment. : 

Various were the Denominations of the Athentan Magi- 
ftrates. Our Author, in this Place, confines himfelf to 
the Archons who fucceeded the Kings. At their firft K- 
ftablifhment they enjoyed that Poft during Life. It was 
_ afterwards thought requifite to confine their Authority to 
ten Years, and in the End it became annual. When So/or 
began a Reformation of the Athenian Conftitution, he found 
them nine, which Number he continued, but very much 
clip’d the Wings of their Authority. 

_ Wecome now to the Affemblies of the People, which 
were of two Kinds, Ordinary and pe ogee A but 
they were fixed to no particular Places. A Penalty was 

inflicted on fuch Citizens as abfented themfelves from thefe 

Aflemblies, or that came to them too late; and every 

one had a Right of voting. As foon as a Refolution was 

taken, it was committed to Writing, then read aloud, 

nem being confirmed by the whole Body, pafs’d into a 
aw. | 
Mr. Ro/lin next obferves, that the celebrated Council 

of the Amphictyons was not peculiar to the Athenians, but 

was a kind of Convention to the States of Greece. A 

King of Athens, from whom it received its Name, is fup- 

pofed to be the firft Founder of it. We are not particu- 

larly informed what Number of Cities had Right toa Sear 

i’ this Council ; but this we know, that each City fent two 

Deputies, which had an equal Authority to difcufs, and 

Lually to decide all Differences between the Cities or Peo. 
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ple they reprenfented. It was alfo they who were char. 
ged with the Protection of the Oracle of De/phes, and to 


this Care were committed the immenfe Riches of the Tem. 
ple of Apollo. Betore the Deputies were admitted into 


this Aflembly, they bound themfelves by an Oath of mv. 
tual Defence, which was entorced by the moft horrid Im. 
precations and Execrations. From the Time Péi/ip was 
admitted into the Convention of the Ampbieryons, that Bo- 
dy began to decline. For farther Information of thefe 
Matters, our Author refers his Readers to a Differtation 
writren by Mr. de Va//ois, and inferted in the third Vo- 
lume of the Memoirs of the Academy of Belles Lettres. 

Our Author: now confiders the Revenues of Athens, 
which he reduces to four Branches. (1.) Thofe wihch 
arofe from the Cultivation of Lands, the Sale of their 
Wood, Gold and Silver Mines, and the like, which might 
be called Publick Funds. (2.) Such Contributions as they 
received from their Allies towards the common Expen- 
ces of War. (3) All extraordinary Taxes, which were 
raifed upon prefling Occafions ; and (4.) Fines impofed up- 
on Criminals. All thefe put into one common Treafury, 
atenth Part for the Goddefs Minerva, and a fiftieth for 
their other Duties, being firft referved. 

Our Author concludes this Chapter with an Account of 
the Education of the Athentan Youth ; and this he con- 
fiders under the feveral Heads of Dancing, Mufick, 
Hunting, Riding, Military Exercifes, the Study of the 
Bel/es Letters, and that of the Sciences. In the fecond 
Chapter, he gives his Readers a very particular Account 
ot the Military State, as well of the Athenians as the 
Lacedemonians, their Arms, their Method of Forming 
their Troops, c. He gives the Advantage in Cavalry 
to the Lacedemonians, but fays they were much inferior in 
their Maritime Forces. He gives a Deftription of the 
Athenian Ships and Gallies, €5c. from Montfaucon; a 
{peaking of the diitiuguith’d Valour of both thefe Nations — 
he attributes it to the Spartan Laws, the whole ‘Tendenc 
of which was to form Soldiers. Being from their Yout 
inured to hard Labour and manly Exercifes, the Lacede- 
demonian Youths, when arrived to Manhood, were equal 
to all the Fatigues of War. The exact and ftrict Obed! 
ence they tied down to, from wni-h no Man was exempt, 
infp.r’d them with with Difpofitions which were exceeding 


favourable to Military Difcipline. By one of their ‘on 
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they were enjoined to Conquer or die ; but never to lay 
down their Arms and furrender ; and fo ftri¢t where they 
in the Obfervation of this Injunction, that Mothers never 
mourned for thofe of their Sons, who died in the Field ; 
but for thofe only who attempted to fave themfelves by 
turning their Backs on the Enemy. 

The Athenians were no lefs famous for their Courage 
than the Spartans, tho’ their Education was lefs fevere ; 
and tho’ they applied themfelves more to the Cultivation 
of Art and Sciences, it does not appear, that this Appli- 
cation \vas any Bar to their Valour and yr agai : 
The Glory obtained by their Anceftors in War, was a 
Spur tothem and would not fuffer to degenerate ; and a- 
nother ftrong Motive which worked upon them daily, 
and produced a wonderful Effect, was an Emulation and 
Jealoufy of their renowned Rivals. Another Thing which 
contributed largely to perpetuate the Valour of both 
thefe Nations, was the diftinguithing Marks of Favour, 
Which were publickly confer’d on thofe who had fignali- 
zed themfelves in the Field, and the Honours heaped on 
thofe who fell in the Caufe of their Country. But there 
Was yet another Caufe which cannot but have been of great 
Weight with them. What a Scandal it is (fays he) to fome 
Modern Nations, to fee brave Men who have been dif- 
adled in the Service of their Country, abandoned to Want 
and Mifery ; and whole Families reduced to Beggary by 
their Parents or others, on whomthey have depended for 
a Subfiftence ; but the wife Athenians had a juft politick 
and Humane Law, which obliged them to maintain the 
former, at the Publick Charge, and to allow the lat-

gal,and frequent Conferences are held on that Subject. ‘The 
Inclination of the Court of Lishon tor that of Vienna is, ® 
fome will have it, very vifible: Tho’ there are others 
who pretend to fay, that the good Intelligence hetweet 
the two Courts of Pertuea/ and Spain is more clofely c& 
mented than ever. The Refervedaefs of the former fo 
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fo great, that the leaft Glance throw, on either Side? 
tho’ perhaps without Defign, naturally caufes a Jealoufy 
on the other. 


RoME and ITALY. 


HE Pope has granted the Elector of Bavaria a Bull, 
_ by which he 1s authorized to raife the Tenths of 
all the Church-Lands in his Territories for feven Years, 
and even to ufe Force in cafe of Non-Compliance. This, 
as it is pretty well known to what Party thefe two Prin- 
ces are, at leaft, inclined, furnifhes Matter for Specula- 
con. | 
The Affairs in Lombardy continue much in the fame 
Situation. The Germans have, indeed, attempted to pafs 
the Og/io, Which occafioned a Cannonading on both Sides. 
General /Va/lis is arrived at the Jmperia/ Army with a 
1000 Recruits ; and it was generally believed there, that 
Count Koning/ege would foon refign the chief Command 
tohim, and return to affift at his /mperia/ Majefty’s Coun- 
cilsat Vienna. 

The Marquis de Maillebois is returned to Guefalla 
with the Troops under his Command, from his unfuc- 
cefsful Attempt on Mirandola. We hayereceived nothing 
dince our laft from Sicily. 


GERMANY. 


HE French Generals on the Rbine having infifted 

that the City of /Vorm, fhould quarter a greater 
Number of Troops, than their Circumttances could pofi- 
bly admit of; and upon their Refufal being on their 
March to take Pofleffion of that City, and compel them 
to it: The Duke of /Virtemburg, who was informed of 
their Defign, was before-hand with them, and ordered 
4,020 Foot and soo Huffars to enter that City. This has, 
indeed prevented the Defign of the French ; but, as a 
Bridge of Boats is ordered to be laid oyer the AAine, at 
that Place, to facilitate the Paflage of a greater Number 
of Troops into it, it is very much queftioned whether the 
Inhabitants will be much the better for this Step. 
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_ The French extend their Quarters in the E/ecrate of 
Triers, and Part of the Paatinate, and are laying up 
large Magazines at Traerbach. 

The Jmperialifs on their Side, are very Affidious in | 
periecting their new Work at Hei/brunn, in which they 
advance confiderably, and their Engineers, who having 
given the neceffary Directions there, are now employed in 
vifiting the Paffages of the Black-Forcf, have ordered a 
great Number ot Trees to be cut down, and made Ufe 
— in Raifing of the new Works they propofe in thofe 

arts. 

Our Letters from Vienna advife, that Prince Fugene 
continues his Conferences with Mr. Robinfon, Minifter of 
Great-Britain, daily ; but whether on the Subject of Peace 
or War is a Secret. The Re-inforcements defigned far 
the Imperial Army in Jtaly, are forwarded with all the 
Expedition poffible ; and tho’ General /¥Va//is be now fent 
to take the Chief Command upon him there ; It is hardly 
queftioned, but Prince Eyvgene will take it the enfuing 
Spring. 

King Augufus did not depart from Dréfden, on the 20. 
Inftant, as we hinted in our laft, according to the Advices 
we then had. Sixty-four of his Majefty’s Coaches, and 
four and twenty Saddle Horfes, with Part of his Retinue 
and Baggage departed about that Time, which gave Occa- 
fion to the Report, and our laft Advices fay, their Ma- 
_ were fully bent to depart the 3d or gth of Noven- 

er. 

The King of Pruffia was yet living when our laft Let- 
ter from Berlin came away; but (notwithftanding fome 
glimmering Appearances from Amendment) beyond all 
Hopes of a Recovery. It is fomething ftrange, that his 
Pruffian Majefty, under thefe unhappy Circumftances, 
Should be fo very preffing, as it is faid he is, to fee the 
Accomplifhment of his Schemes, in the Marriage of his 


ale Daughter, according to his own Mind, before his 
eath. 


POLAND, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN POWERS: 


O Encreafe the Mifery of the Kingdom of Poland,
